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THE CONSTITUTIONAL STRUGGLE IN 
PRUSSIA, 


THE Prussian Constitution, People, and Monarch, thanks to the 
last, are sustaining the same fiery ordeal, in an attempt to setle 
the permanent relations of prerogative to freedom, as that 
through which this country passed during the reign of the first 
Charles, but not, we devoutly hope, with any likelihood of 
reaching a similar tragical conclusion. King William L, 
crowned, it may be remembered, about this time last year at 
Koénigsberg, solemnly asserted at that imposing ceremonial an 
obsolete theory touching the “divine right” of Kings, and 
especially of the Kings of Prussia, which awakened some 
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uneasiness in the minds of his own subjects, and which startled | 
Europe, familiar with the recent history of the Hohenzollern 
family, into. a shout of contemptuous laughter, As, however, | 
the Sovereign who professed to receive and hold his crown | 
from Heayen willingly took an oath to observe the Constitution, 
this Royal revival of medieval doctrines was regarded as | 
merely an antic of pedantry, of no iarther practical significance 
than as it exhibited somewhat obtrusively to the world the weak 
side of the Prussian Monarch's character.. Unhappily, William L., 
like our own Charles, is not content with being left in unmo- 
lested possession of a dormant theory. His conscience, pricked 
thereto by violent anti-popular advisers, has put him upon 
using his old-world doctrine as a living power, and, finding his 
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purpose hampered by constitutional restraints, he has taken the 
dangerous resolution of carrying on his Government (to use 
the words of the Stern Zeitung, the avowed exponent of the 
Ministerial policy), “ not against, but without, the Constitution,” 
or, adopting the euphemistic language of the King’s Message to 
the House of Deputies, “ without taking cognisance of the 
conditions imposed by the Constitution.” 

The subject-matter of dispute between the King and the 
all-but-unanimous representative Chamber is, as usual, the 
army. His Majesty, himself a military man, and accus- 
tomed to look upon the army as a sort of Royal in- 
heritance with which the nation has no right to interfere, 
moved, no doubt, in the first instance by mistrust of 
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Napoleonic policy, but impelled latterly by a somewhat 
ambitious policy of his own, has taken steps, first, to 
imcrease beyond all former proportion the armed foree’ of 
Prussia, and, secondly, to reorganise it on a basis which will 
remove it beyond reach of popular sympathies. Of course this 
could not be done without a very large addition to the nsual 
amount of national expenditure, and, consequently, of taxation. 
The Military Budget, or, as we should describe it, the Army 
Estimates, for the present year, submitted to Parliament by M. 
von Bismarck, the Prime Minister, went beyond all former 
precedents in burdensomeness, Accordingly, the Lower House, 
not at all convinced that the present circumstances of Europe 
called for such a sacrifice on the part of the Prussian 
people, referred the Budget to a Committee, by which M. 
von Bismarck was examined at length as to the precise 
nature of those national exigencies which, in the view of the 
Administration, rendered necessary such a formidable aug- 
mentation of the military strength of Prussia. The explana- 
tions of the Premier, so far as he condescended to give them, 
were not calculated to conciliate the favour of the Committee. 
They were distinctly forewarned that “it is not towards 
Liberalism, but to her power, that Germany ”—that is, the 
policy of the existing Government—“ is looking.” “ Prussia,” 
said the King’s Minister, “ must collect her strength and hold 
herself ready for the favourable moment which has already 
been allowed to escape several times. . . . + The great 
questiens of the day will not be solved by speeches and reso- 
lutions of majorities, as in 1848-9, but by steel and blood,” 
The Committee, no doubt, understood the language addressed 
to them, but it does not appear to have had much effect in 
changing the views they held as to the expediency of 
retrenchment. 

Those European statesmen who desire and are labouring for 
the continuance of peace will probably detect in M. Bismarck’s 
words fresh cause for anxiety. It is sufficiently annoying—to 
use no harsher term—to States intent upon a »olicy of friend- 
ship towards their neighbours, and of political and commercial 
development as it regards themselves, to be coerced by the 
restless ambition of this or that dynasty into perpetual vigilance 
and unnecessary expenditure lest they should be presently 
dragged into a struggle at a disadvantage or submit to a for- 
feiture of their international position, Such States, of which 
England is the foremost in importance, have already suffered 
more than enough, in worry and in increased fiscal burdens, 
from the course threatened by France under the Imperial 
system, It is unspeakably irritating and vexatious, at the very 
moment when the imperative necessities of financial retrench- 
ment were giving us reliable security against any proximate 
disturbance of the status quo of Europe by Napoleon IIL, that 
Prussia should pick up the Emperor's fallen mantle, and 
assume the attitude of a public disturber. Nevertheless, this 
seems to be the only reasonable interpretation of which 
M. Bismarck’s fiery language is susceptible. Prussia, holding 
in hand an army swollen far beyond any need of self-defence, 
is henceforth, like an eagle from her eyrie, to be on the look-out 
for a successful swoop. She has missed several chances, She 
does not intend to let the next “favourable moment” for 
adding to her “ power ” escape her unimproved, The Premier, 
we believe, is a personal friend of Louis Napoleon, and cherishes 
intense admiration of the Imperial system. To govern 
absolutely and yet under constitutional forms, to divert 
attention from home questions by the excitements of war, 
to rectify irregular and inconvenient frontiers, and to force 
Prussia to the head of Germany, appears to constitute his aim, 
A storm must be raised in order that Prussia may fish in 
troubled waters. The first quarry to be struck down will pro- 
bably be Denmark (with whom a source of dispute has been 
Iong and carefully kept open), for the chance of getting Kiel, 
and 80 becoming possessed of a port for a Baltic fleet. Other 
visions of aggrandisement, rather more shadowy and indis- 
tinct, lie beyond—the fusion, say, of the numerous States and 
Principalities of Germany into one empire under the Prussian 
Crown, the humiliation of Austria, and a higher place than ever 
for the Hohenzollerns among the Royal houses of Europe. These 
are “the questions of the day” which, as M. Bismarck justly 
observes, “ will not be solved by speeches and resolutions of 
majorities, but by steel and blood.” 

A truly imposing political programme this, no doubt, but one 
whieh the Committee of the Lower House did not seem to 
consider worth adopting at the cost of a Liberal Constitution. 
So they amended the Military Budget of the Minister by largely 
cartailing its dimensions, and resolutely declined to listen t 
any compromises that might betray them into a surrender 0 
their constitutional rights. The measure thus rigidly revised 
was sent up to the Chamber of Nobles for their sanction or 
rejection, There is but little Liberalism, and less independence 
in the Upper House. Its members owe their seats, for the mos 
part, to the nomination of the Crown, fill the high offices of 
State, and live upon either pensions or salaries awarded them 
by the Government, But their sympathies are thoronghly 
feudal, and nothing, probably, could give them greater pleasure 
than the opportunity put within their reach of snubbing 
Prussian Liberalism, Accordingly, their first step, on receiving 
the revised Budget from the Commons, was to reject all 
the amendments that had been introduced into the 
measure; their second was to vote the whole Budget as 
originally submitted by M. Bismarck to the Lower House. 
The Government chose to regard this proceeding of the 
Upper House as equivalent to a statutory enactment, and 
the Ministerial press, by a most curious and original course of 
reasoning, endeavoured to prove that a Budget so passed was 
constitutionally legal. The Deputies, however, were equal to 
the emergency. They declared by a unanimous resolution 
thatthe act of the Upper House was a violation of the Con- 
stitution, and by another resolution, also unanimously passed, 
that gny expenditure of national funds under that Budget 





would be illegal, The King thereupon, by Royal message, 
closed the Session, and, as we have already seen, avowed his 
intention of carrying out the Budget “without taking cogni- 
sence of the conditions imposed by the Constitution.” The 
Crown Prince, it is said, energetically protested against this 
revolutionary step, and in return received a lengthened leave of 
absence for himself and the Princess Royal, giving them the 
opportunity of a winter’s sojourn in Italy. 

So matters stand at present. The Liberal party are using 
their utmost influence to preventany outburst of insurrectionary 
violence, The King is receiving congratulatory addresses from 
insignificant municipal and provincial cliques, decoyed by 
administrative adroitness into an expression of sympathy with 
him, What the next move will be it is impossible to predict. 
The Deputies are about to revisit their constituencies with 
every prospect of receiving from them an ovation, Another 
appeal to the electors would inevitably issue in the return of a 
still more Liberal and determined House than the present one. 
It is rumoured, however, that M. Bismarck, imitating the ex- 
pedients, and perhaps acting on the suggestions, of his patron 
and idol, Napoleon III., contemplates submitting a plebiscite to 
the people, and obtaining a decision by universal suffrage. It 
is extremely doubtful whether the plan will serve his object. 
The electoral body of Prussia is itself chosen by a suffrage 
nearly approaching universality, and the present disposition 
of the primary electors has been very recently put to 
the proof, and shown to be decidedly anti-feudal. 
How far official manipulation may succeed in cajoling 
or coercing them remains to be seen should the Napoleonic 
idea be reduced to practice ; but in Germany, where 
the ‘machinery of a united, subservient, and all-pervasive 
priesthood is wanting, it is exceedingly problematical whether 
the utmost exertions of Government could secure the ratifi- 
cation of its policy by a popular vote. There is the army, it is 
true ; but the passive resistance of a nation to illegal taxation 
would speedily checkmate the largest military force. If the 
Liberals in Prussia are thoroughly in earnest they have in their 
hands the means of winning the constitutional freedom of their 
country ; but, although in such case their victory is sure, they 
will have te purchase it, as England did, at the cost of many 
sufferings and large sacrifices, For their own sake, for Europe’s 
sake, and for the sake of human civilisation and progress, we 
devoutly hope that they will show themselves equal to the 
occasion,

THE DISTRESS IN THE COTTON-MANUFACTURING 
DISTRICTS. 
YESTERDAY week the City of Londo Relief Committee held their weckly 
meeting at the Mansion House. It was reported that the total sum sent to 
the Lord Mayor up to Thursday evening was £72,547 18s., of which £6,013 19s, 
had been received during the past week. The dépOt which the committee have 
opened within the last few days at Bridewcll Hospital, Bridge,street, Black- 
friars, for the receipt of cast-off wearing apparel and blankets is now in 
working order. In the first day or two seventy-two bundles of such clothing 


and blankets were sent to the hospital, and the stock is being daily aagmented. 
The committee made several grants, making the total sum remitted up to 
Friday evening £43,483 odd. On Tuesday the Lord Mayor received £10,000, 
the first instalment of a sum of about £25,000, subscribed by the inhabitants 
of Bombay. On Wednesday the Lord Mayor received upwards of £1410. 
Mr. Walter, M.P., contributed £100; Mr. Wynn Ellis, £105 ; the Goldsmiths’ 
Company, £200. The Lord Mayor has received from “ Anon” £250 for the 
fund, accompanied by a request that its receipt might be acknowledged in this 
Journal. The subscription list was opened at Lloyd’s on Wednesday, for the 
relief of the distressed Lancashire operatives, and it is gratifying to state that 
it is fast filling uy.

DISASTROUS GALE.

In the Tyne, in spite of Admiral Fitzroy’s warning, a ficet of colliers per- 
sisted in putting to sea, but no definite particulars have been received of their 
fate. Ships and steamers are afloat all down the east coast. Tynemouth, 
South Shields, Scarborongh, Great Yarmouth, and Lowestoft report disasters ; 
and there is no doubt that we have just suffered one of the most severe and 
destructive gales which has visited us these late years. 

Upwards of one hundred wrecks and casualties were posted at Lloyd's in 
the course of Monday and Tuesday, and the telegrams which keep eoming in 
from the various outports furnish a sad addition to the already long catalogue 
of disasters. Scarcely any portion of the coast seems to have escaped the fury 
of the storm. Off Orfordness there have been one or two shipwrecks, 
crew of one vessel were saved by the coast-guard mortar apparatus.

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ANOTHER change of scene in the ever-shifting melodrama of 
the fratricidal war. We had scarcely had time to examine the 
details of the last affair at Corinth, where it would seem that 
the Confederates, after some very severe fighting and after 
penetrating into the heart of the city, were gallantly 
repulsed, when we learn that there has been one hard 
battle (not two) between Bragg and Buell, at Perrysville, 
in Kentucky, the issue being undecided; and, further, that 
the Confederates, under Stuart, have once more crossed the 
Potomac, at Hancock, and gone over Maryland into Pennsylvania. 
This invading body is represented to be small, not numbering 
more than 8000; and it is therefore uncertain whether the 
movement is a mere demonstration or a feint, or whether it is 
to be followed up. New York is declared to be “in tho 
greatest astonishment.” As Mr. Disraeli has it in “‘ Alarcos"—

The Confederates had left Lexington and were moving 
towards Cumberland Gap, M‘Clellan claims a decided victory 


at Antietam, and, unlike General Pope, is able to point to 
tangible witnesses of his success in the form of fourteen guns 
and 6000 prisoners, an improvement upon Pope's ideal captures. 
The commercial news is equally interesting. Gold was at a 
very high premium, nearly at 28 per cent, upon which fact it 
might be edifying to hear Mr. Chase. More interesting atill 
is the announcement that the Confederate Congreas were con- 
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»sidering a resolution empowering the Davis Government to 
‘buy or seize a million bales of cotton, and to send agents to 
Europe to sell it. It is also proposed to repeal all laws pro- 
hibiting the export of cotton from ports occupied by the enemy 
when such cotton is bought by foreigners. Of course, there is no 
doubt that willing..purchasers will be found here for every 
pound of cotton that can be delivered at Liverpool ; but the risk 
must be that of the venders, The friends of the North argue 
that this course indicates a great lack of money on the part of 
the South, In all probability the sinews of war will be found 
equally wanting on both sides ; and, if the South is desperately 
bent on selling cotton, Mr. Chase’s greenbacks to be exchanged 
for gold only at the frightful sacrifice that has been mentioned 
(Austrian financiers of a few years back must be interested in this 
state of things) does not say much for national confidence, and 
there are not wanting those in America who talk very uneasily 
of the possibility of peace being celebrated by a wholesale appli- 
cation of the sponge. Influential Southerners are now demand- 
ing urgently that a recognition shall take place, and some of 
the Northerns interpret this as an intimation that the Con- 
federates have had enough of fighting; but the genera! tone 
-of the South by no means favours this idea, We observe that 
attention is being directed to the course which England under 
Canning pursued in the case of the savage contest between 
Turkey and Greece, when the European Powers declared that a 
war which was characterised by inhumanity, which promised 
no result, and which interrupted the commerce of the world, 
was no longer a matter that solely concerned the belligerents. 
The results were Navarino and Otho. 

While we write, our Sovereign, desirous to return to her 
subjects, is prevented by the furious gales which have set in. 
The Queen remains at Laeken, a guest of King Leopold. From 
what we hear of the state of the Channel and the perfect un- 
certainty of arrival by the passenger-steamers, we trust that 
her Majesty's departure will be delayed until the last vestige of 
storm shall have subsided, 

Victory having for the moment declared itself in favour of 
the Ultramontane party in the French Cabinet, M. Thouvenel 
being supplanted by M. Drouyn de Lhuys, the original adviser 
of the expedition to Rome, and a new Envoy of Papal ten- 
dencies being accredited to the Court of his Holiness, the priests 
are, of course, in ecstacies ; and the successful ruffianism of their 
tools who have interfered with Garibaldi demonstrations in 
England shares the applause which is lavished upon the 
most illustrious lady in France. The Emperor is held 
to have succumbed and to be prostrate at the foot of 
the Church. Whether he have really yielded to influence 
and menace, or whether he be merely screening his 
own Ultramontane policy behind feminine robes and 
clerical frocks, has to be seen; but at present his 
attitude is certainly one to which the uncle he professes to 
imitate never condescended, It is rumoured that the same 
intrigues which have ousted M. Thouvenel will displace M. Fould, 
and, though this may be a logical necessity, it is to be hoped 
that financial instincts will prove too strong for logic—it is 
better to be rich inconsistently with theory, than to be ruined 
with the most scrupulous regard to logical completeness. 

We have little of home news to record. Mr, Gladstone has 
‘again been oratorical, but not political ; and some minor lights 
of both parties have shone out for bucolic recreation, Perhaps 
the manifestoes of the Roman Catholic hierarchs attract as much 
attention as anything, Cardinal Wiseman’s sugary appeal to 
his “ lambs,” and his beatific vision of the brawny viragoes of 
Trish alleys, as angels restraining their too pious husbands 
from going out as crusaders to break the heads of the 
admirers of Garibaldi, is the richest piece of farce 
that has for a long time helped dinner-parties to a 
laugh. Bishop Grant, havd passibus @quis, follows his great 
Icader, and desires the priests to call upon the employers of 
labour and to request them to forbid their men from speaking 
of Garibaldi, or upon any subject likely to vex their Papist 
companions. All this in England is treated as an excellent 
though rather a daring joke ; but those who are told by pseudo- 
philanthropists that Popery has changed its character, and that 
‘we have now nothing to fear from suffering its domination, 
may as well recollect, even in these tolerant times, that what is 
recommended here is enforced elsewhere, and would be enforced 
here the moment Roman Catholicism attained power. Good and 
not harm is doubtless done by the recalling the attention 
of Protestants to the undying nature of the tyranny they have 
broken down ; and when Popish mobs are hounded on to prevent 
Englishmen from meeting, and when Popish requisitions are 
arged to prevent Englishmen from free speaking, they are not 
Jess likely than in ordinary times to drink to the memory of 
King William IT, 

Again, and for the last time, we note that the International 
Exhibition is about to close. There are now but a few days 
an »vhich it can be seen in its entirety, for the picture-galleries 
are to be closed, and the machinery is to be shut up, at the 
end of the coming week. The masses have not hurried up in 
the way that was expected; and those who remember the 
monster attendances at the closing of the Exhibition of 1851 are 
more struck with the change than the new generation can quite 
understand, The glorious loan collection at Kensington—an 
array such as has never been seen before, and will probably not 
be seen again—is also about to be dispersed, and what is to the 
educated visitor almost a more attractive sight than the 
marvels of the Great Show must now be seen, if at all, And 
thus will be removed two of the most remarkable features of 
the year. There is yet just time for those who have not yet 
visited Brompton to enrich their minds with ideas that will 
last them for life. But the bells are all but vibrating with the 
signal that all is over,

THERE can be no ter proof that the reaction which set in ten days 
in favour of the exhibition was a real one than the fact that wet, 
p tng and cold within the building, almost as great as that in the 
atmosphere without, do not deter ms from visiting it in creditable 
and on shilling days in large numbers.

Again, on Monday last, although the day was mostly bright 
and sunshiny, yet there was a ‘‘ nipping and an eager air,’’ and the 
atmospheric influences were wintry al over, and, as the building was 
ostensibly built for summer wear, and there are no means of creating 
artificial warmth, the temperature within it was decidedly chilly; but 
50,738 persons entered the doors during the day, of whom 3736 were 
season-ticket holders, 698 by ditto for shilling days, and 46,304 by 
yment. As the sun shone 
rightly most of the time, the 
damp, which the rain of the two 
previous days and nights had 
generated in a building which is 
unmistakably leaky—if that term 
is sufficiently strong—was un- 
heeded. Indeed, we hear it 
asserted that the rain entered in 
such quantities that in many parts 
the building was literally under 
water, and it was only by constant 
pumping for two or three hours 
that the water could be brought 
below the level of the building. 
The declining length of the days 
is marked especially at the exhi- 
bition, and indeed by four o’clock 
there is not much chance of good 
and effectual sightseeing; and in 
November real daylight within 
the whole building cannot be 
except in the hours 
ween eleven and two o’clock— 
soant space for doing the exhi-

MARBLE BUST OF THE PRINCE OF WALES. 
SCULPTURED BY J. STEELL, R.S.A. 
Ovr readers will remember that Edinburgh shares with Oxford and 
Cambridge the honour of weeny, to the education of the youth- 
ful Prince the Heir Apparent to the British Crown. His Royal

But if British 
uiana prides herself upon anything it is on her woods. These are 


curiously beautiful in their ap ce—witness the ‘‘ letter-wood’’— 
capable of receiving a high polish, and of great substance, pith, and 
durability. If anything, in some cases they are too hard for ordi- 
nary manipulation and try the metal of tools not a little. Of these 
woods, in their natural, polished, and manufactured states, there are 
numerous specimens in this court, which, as will appear from our 
Sketch, is not only picturesque in appearance, but well worthy of 
examination in detail. 

The Barbadoes Court, so called, but which, in fact, consists of a 
large cabinet collection, is situated at the base of that of British 
Guiana, and close to that of Trinidad, and is reached by turning 
down the first avenue after ry transept. It may be 

ised in our Sketch as standing beneath the arch formed by the 
feathery grass-blades of the sugarcane on the left centre of the 
picture, and by several glass shades beneath which are placed 
specimens of the flowers ot the island, beautifully executed in wax, 
which give a fair idea of the brilliant hues and variety of colours 
which characterise the ‘‘Flora’’ of the country. In another case 
will be found specimens in wax of the fruits of the island, including 
several varieties of plums and mangoes, star sugar, and custar 
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apples, guavas, sappadilloes, water-lemons, or bell-fruit, banana, &c., 
and an excellent imitation of a section of the sugarcane. It may 
be said that, owing to the high cultivation of the country and the 
appropriation of the land to the production of sugar and provisions, 
cereal and vegetable, very little fruit is grown, and it is imported in 
large quantities from other islands in the Caribbean Seas. Of course 
specimens of sugar, ranged according to quality, are conspicuous, and 
are shown as made by the ordinary and improved processes; and with 
these may be prone examples of rum, which is distilled from the 
absolute refuse and, so to speak, reclaimed dirt from the process of 
sugarmaking. It may be as well to state that Barbadoes has always 
been a cotton-growing country, and, though the quantity produced is 
small, the quality has always been esteemed good; but of that the 
initiated may judge for themselves from the specimens here exhi- 
bited. The arrowroot produced in this colony, of which examples 
are given, has always been held in esteem and rivalled that of 
Bermuda. Time out cf mind the substance now called petroleum has 
been known in this colony under the name of Barbadoes tar, and has 
been in use as a medicine for cutancous diseases. In the exhibition 
will be found samples of this product, and lubricating oil made from 
it. Aloes has been for many years one of the productions of this 
island, and here will be found specimens of the article, contained in 
large gourds indigenous to the country. Although Indian corn is 
grown extensively, its cultivation is rivalled by that of the Guinea 
corn, & nutritious cereal, pleasant to the taste, the stalk of which grows 
to aconsidcrable height, near the top of which issues a bunch of grain 
of the size of small shot, and which hangs together somet after the 
manner of grapes. The shellwork shown in this collection is notico- 
able; and last, and for obvious reasons not least, we would direct 
attention to a specimen of the white coral which forms the basis of 


the island. 


THE NAVAL COURT IN THE INTERNATIONAL 
EXHIBITION. 


Turre is perhaps no department of the International Exhibition 
more gratifying to the eye, or calculated to afford deeper interest to 
the visitors there, both native and foreign, than the court which 
contains the beautiful collection of model ships for war and the 
merchant service, and the material connected with their equipment 
and economy. The examples themselves are so judiciously selected, 
g0 delicately wonderful in construction, and their arrangement con- 
ducted with such careful and excellent taste, that the mind at once 
embraces the wonderful advances that have been made in this par- 
ticular science during the last century, and the more extraordinary 
alterations in embryo for the next. The novel system of naval 
warfare commenced on the other side of the Atlantic must tend 
greatly to increase the public interest in the matter of fighting-vessels, 
and excite curiosity and a thirst for information on this important 
subject among thousands who have never troubled themselves with 
nautical affairs before. 

The subject selected for our Engraving is that part of the Naval 
Qourt devoted to the contributions of the Lords of the Admiralty, 
consisting almost entirely, as a matter of course, of models of fighting- 
ships, constructed at the Royal dockyards during the last hundred 
years, with many elaborate and beautiful miniature vessels of a much 
earlier date; among the latter the Great Harry, the first man-of-war 
belonging to our Royal Navy, built in fourteen hundred and eighty- 
eight ; the Royal Sovereign and the Royal William, ships of nearly 
two hundred years’ later date, showing a wonderful advance upon tho 
earlior vessel; and another century later the unfortunate Royal 
George, the foundering of which at Spithead, with nearly all hands, 
is one of the eaddest records of our naval history. There is, in fact, 
scarcely anything connected with nautical matters, as far as the 
vessels themselves and their complete equipment is concerned, that 
any one curious for information and instruction may not find elabo- 
rately illustrated in this and the other parts of this most interesting 
portion of the place. ‘ 2 

iving at the part of the Naval Court in question the eye is 
itely attracted to the magnificent models of the Queen and 
Northumberland, placed side by side, illustrative of the old and new 
style of build in vessels of war. The Queen, the last of the sailing

Majesty by the eminent Government shipbuilder, Oliver W. Lang. 
The intorest of this part is much enhanced by several pretty examples 
of our coast lighthouses, among others those of the “ Bishop’s Rock,”’ 


s, Smalls, Air Point, Gunfleet, Maplin, St. 
Katharine’s, Hanois, the Eddystone, and others on the Scotch and 
Irish coasta. 

On the sercen to the right are exhibited five different classes of 
vessels of war, selected from others that have been built during the 
present century as offering the best examples for illustrating the 
advance in build and capacity, commencing with five three-deckers 
built between the years 1765 and 1859—viz., the Victory (the prede- 
cessor of Nelson’s ship), Caledonia, Queen, Marlborough, and 
Victoria. Tho last two vessels are screws. Next we have 
soven two-deckers, ships of the line, built between 1798 and 1859, 
including the Fourdryant, Hercules, Albion, Agamemnon, Jean 
d’Acre, Revenge, and Duncan. The four last are screws. Then 
follow eight sailing-frigate:, dating from 1803 to 1848—viz., the 
Euryalus, Java, Cambrian, Raleigh, Arethusa, Indefatigable, Nankin,

Messrs. Samuda, of Millwall, exhibit, among 
other models, two of their famous paddle steam-ships, the 
Holyhead mail- packet Leinster, and the Folkestone packet 
Victoria, at present the fastest known steam-boat in the world. 
Messrs. Laird, of Birkenhead, with other vessels, exhibit a large and 
exquisite model of the famous Holyhead mail-packet Connaught, of 
the accredited speed of twenty-one statute miles per hour. Excellent 
examples of ships of various classes are exhibited by Patterson, of 
Bristol, the constructor of the celebrated steam-ship Great Britain. 
Mesers. Tod and M‘Gregor, of Glasgow, furnish a model of the new 
splendid Inman liner, the City of New York, and Mesars. Randolph 
and Eider, of the same place, some excellent examples of and 
screw steam-ships. Pearse’s troop-ehip is most worthy of attention, 
and Jones’s angulated iron-cased hips demand notice. 
Lungley’s ingenious unsinkable ships and Towell’s system of ship- 
building claim our interest for their originality of form and con- 
struction. Advanced and ingenious inventions for the f of 

hips attract the atteutiougon all sides; among others 8 










The inventor also exhibits a system of 
portable armour-plates for vessels of war. Hirch’s two-bladed 
propeller is worthy of notice, and Fryer’s plan, for novelty 
and simplicity, deserves much attention. There is also generally at 
work a model of Aston’s disc-propeller, most novel, excellent, and 
effective in purpose; and we would particularly call attention to 
Burden’s oblique paddle-wheel, a most ingenious new theory of motion. 
Cunningham’s simple and most effective system of self-reefing 
topsails is tically exhibited here ; and a most novel style of sails, 
termed by the inventor the gaffyard rig, should be carefully noticed. 
Trotman’s celebrated anchor is exhibited here; and a novel form of 
anchor by Martin, claiming great advantages over the ordinary ones. 
Several ingenious systems of boat-lowering aro here, Clifferd’s 
system being effectively exhibited by a large working model; and 
pan pode excellent and simple = should be particularly noticed ; 
and another excellent plan by Kynaston. A beautiful life-boat on 
Peake’s plan is exhibited by the National Life-boat Institution ; and 


a lugger life-boat by deserves attention. In connection with 
this part of the subject, Ward’s admirable life-belts should be seen. 
Limi ce reluctantly compels us to leave this most interesting 


and entertaining subject without calling individual attention to the 
many other highly ingenious and useful inventions that form part of 
the grand whole of this unique collection; but we venture to assert 
that nothing has been allowed to find place in this court but on its

PAINTED GLASS WINDOW BY MESSRS, BALLANTINE 
AND SON, OF EDINBURGH. 

Tuts window, of which we give an mene has for its subject the 
Crucifixion, and is to be erected in Prestolee burch, Lancashire, as a 
memorial to the late Mr. Thomas B. Crompton, of Farnworth. It is 
about 20ft. high by 10ft. broad, and consists of five upright lights, 
with elaborate tracery. The subject is carried across the entire 
breadth of the window, each compartment being “‘set’’ in the stone 
mouldings, with its separate canopy, base, and mosaic groundwork. 
In the centre compartment is seen the body of Christ nailed to the 
cross, round the foot of which has gathered a sorrowing group, among 
whom the Virgin Mary and the disciple John are conspicuous. In 
the compartment to the right of this hangs the repentant thief, his 
face wearing in death an expression of resigned and ho e88 ; 
and in the left one is the impenitent sinner, whose fearfully distorted 
lineaments, iron-pierced and rope-bound hands, and muscles distended 
almost to bursting, show the intense agony with which he met his end ; 
while in the twooutersections are the Roman sentinels, two of them busy 
in the foreground onthe left casting dice for the garments of the Saviour. 
The background is filled in with an Oriental landscape, having a | 
bluesky that helps the effectiveness of the window by Eeeche forw 
more boldly the outline of the figures in front; and in the mullion 
tracery are introduced angels bearing scrolls with suitable inscriptions. 
The whole design is powerful in conception and very skilfully drawn. 
In colour the window has all the power and harmony of a high-class, 
deep-toned picture, preserving at the same time in great perfection 
the brilliancy and transparency indispensable in all mediums for the 
transmission of light. 

Messrs. Ballantine and Son have a variety of other windows in the 
International Exhibition for mansions, and churches, all of 
which seem well adapted to the character of the structures in which 
they are to be placed, and in correctness of drawing and harmony of 
colouring in accordance with the present advanced and advancing 
state of art in this country. 








THE FOREIGN PICTURES AT THE INTERNATIONAL 
EXHIBITION.—THE DUTCH SCHOOLS. 


Tue Belgian (and the parent Flemish) and Dutch schools are commonly 
spoken of and thought of in the same collocation, but in reality they 
have for more than two centuries afforded scarcely any pomts of 
resemblance. Before the political and religious convulsions which 
divided the ancient Netherlands, or Low Countries, the Dutch and the 
Flemish painters derived a common origin from the Van Eycks, and 
sanained'e ingle school; but since the separation at the end of the 
sixteenth century of the two ples they have diverged in many 
directions, and in none more than in art. Rembrandt and Rubens 
are — and unlike, yet they typify the characteristics 
of the two schools. We know the past and we have seen the present 
development of historical art in Belgium: in Holland, on the other 
hand, art has remained essentially domestic, and it still concerns itself 
almost alone with scenes of iliar life and external Nature in her 
homely Dutch garb; representing them nearly all on a small scale, 
and in what is known as cabinet size. David, it is true, had a slight 
but passing influence on a few Dutch painters, such as Kruseman (see 
this painter’s ‘‘Italian Family’’). There is, however, no public 
employment of art in Holland, and therefore no demand for large 
historical works. The great majority of the living Dutch painters— 
except that they choose a much cleaner road—follow in the same 
direction as their predecessors of any time these last two or threo 
centuries. The Dutch painters of the present day are happily free 
from the vulgar, drunken, and sensual tastes of Teniers, Jan Steen. 
Bauwer, and Ostade; but one is almost startled in the internatio 
gallery at the perfect reproduction of the technical characteristics 
of so many Dutch painters of the seventeenth and cightcenth 
The art of no country is a more perfect reflex of national 
life and character. There is no school with eoaue meen. o and 
yet so little aim at beauty in the higher sense. pieces, jand- 
scapes, animal paintings, street views, incidents of seafaring or 
peasant life, and bourgeois or rustic interiors, make up nearly the 
whole sum of Dutch art. 
Israels, however, whose very pleasing little picture, ‘‘The Cradle,” 
ved, Holland esses a painter who rises into yootry in 
e Shipwrecked”? (1 3)—the greatest possible trast in sub- 
ject and treatment to ‘The Cradle,” and than which there is 
not a more touching or impressive picture in the whole exhibition. 
In the early dawn, after a ren! night—the laden stormcloud still 
hanging low overhead like a pall, its edge fringed with the wan, 
allid morning light, the surfeited wind still idly swaying a few 
Blades of lank grass, tho measured swell still breaking heavily through 
the storm-sullied inshore sea—the body of a poor fisherman has been 
washed ashore from the wrecked boat in the offing, and found b 
the sad party who have been so anxiously watching for him a 
night.

One looks wistfully in his face, the poor old mother 
wrings her hands at the side; and in front comes, leading the way to 
her now desolate home, the poor wife and mother, with bowed head, 
and features benumbed with nameless, hopeless grief, her two children 
hanging to her on either side with walle or tearful terror; a few 
fishermen and their wives follow. The picturo contains the most 
intense expression of sorrow and gloom we ever remember, The light 
of dawn seems only to make darkness visible. The painter has 
struck the most Seiting minor chord inthe whole gamut of painting. 
You shudder as you look: all is so drenched, dismal, desolate, and 


dirgelike. 

There is a striking contrast to ‘‘The Shipwrecked”? in ‘Tho 
Fisherman’s Return,’ by Dource, in which a fisher party have 
returned safely home under a warm and sunny summer sky, and o 
father tosses aloft his baby, and the wife is all joy and contentment.

~—-The ship Theresa, of 704 tons, which left Plymouth on April 26, arrived in 
Moreton Bay on Aug. 6, having 306 Government emigrants on board. Two 
births and two deaths took place during the voyage. 


Census OF ENGLAND.—The first volume of the census for 
England, which has just been issued, shows the numbers and distribution 
of the people in the severa! parishes and places, An abstract of the returns 
were published last year ; a careful revision of them shows that on the 8th of 
April, 1861, the population of Engiand and Wales, with the Isle of Man and 
Channel Islands, including the army at home and the navy and seamen in the 
ports, rivers, and creeks—that is to say, all the persons in the kingdom— 
amounted in number to 20,200,671. The returns for Scotland having been 
also revised, the population of Great Britain on that day is found to 
have been 23,271,965; and the returns for Ireland, when the revision 
of these also is completed, will bring the population of the United 
Kingdom to above 000,000. The increase in England and Wales 
alone since the census of 1851 has been 2,158,615, notwithstanding that 
in the interval 2,250,000 8 emigrated from the United Kingdom, of 
whom it is calculated that 640,316 were English. Since the consus of 1851 
the male population of England and Wales has increased 11°33 per cent, the 
female population 12°50 per cent. The excessof females over males, 365,159 in 
1851, had grown to 515,709 in 1861; and these figures do not include tho 
army, navy, and seamen out of the kingdom. In Scotland the disproportion 
is still greater ; in Great Britain, with the islands iu the British sens, the excess 
of females over males in 1861 was 687,471, to which the Irish returns, according 
to the unrevised abstract, have above 160,000 to add. On the cenens night 
62,430 persons were on board vessels in the harbours, rivers, creeks of 
England and Wales, without reckoning persons in barges oncanals ; in the metro- 

itan district 8084 persons were on board vessels in the decks and the Thames. In 

ngland and Wales 124,962 persons were in workhouses and workhouse schools, 
13,456 in hospitals, 24,207 in lanatic asylums, 26,34 in prisonsand reformatorics, 
23,598 in o n asylums and other principal charitable institutions, without 
reckoning in any instance the official staff in charge of these institutions; 
80,839 ms, mili and families ef military, were in barracks, The 
ulation of the Isle of Man and the Channel Islands, which had previously 
om increasing, has, in the ten years under review, hardly maintained is 
ee ea", by an increase of the military force.

The Right Hon. John James Pomeroy, fifth Viscount and Baron Harberton,

Derry. Viscount Harberton died at Malvern, Wilts, on the Ist inst., and is suc- 
ceeded by his son, Spencer James, now sixth Viscount and Baron Harberton, 
who was born in November, 1836, and married, the 2nd of April, 1861, Florence 
Wallace, eldest daughter of Wallace Legge, Esq., of Malone House, in the county 
of Antrim. The family of Pomeroy, Viscounts Harberton, is one of great 
antiquity. The immediate branch from which the Viscounts Harberton spring 
was, tempore James I., seated at Engesdon, in hi The Rev. Arthur 
Pomeroy, a scion of this branch, went to Ireland, in 1672, as Chaplain to the 
then Lord Lieutenant, Arthur Earl of Essex, and was made Dean of Cork. 
His grandson, the Right Hon. Arthur Pomeroy, was made a Privy Councillor 
of Ireland, and was created Baron Harberton in 1783, and Viscount Harberton 
in 1791. This Peer's grandson was the Viscount just deceased. 


THE DOWAGER COUNTESS OF ALBEMARLE. 

The Right Hon. Charlotte Susannah Dowager Countess of Albemarle, who died 
on the 13th inst. at her residence at Twickenham, aged eighty-seven, was the 
daughter of Sir Henry Hunloke, Bart., of Wingerworth Hall, Derbyshire (a 
nag 5 nr extinct), by his wife, Margaret, eldest daughter of Wenman Coke, 
Esq.,of Longford, in thecounty of Derby. Her Ladyship was married, on the 11th 
of February, 1822 (she was his second wifc), to William Charles,fourth Earl of 
Albemarle, who died on the 30th of October, 1849. The Countess was step- 
mother of George Thomas, sixth and t Earl of Albemarle. At the death 
of her Ladyship’s grand nephew, Sir James Hunloke, Bart., in 1856, the male 
line and the old baronetcy of her own family expired. 


ADMIRAL DUNDAS. 

Sir James Whitley Deans Dundas, G.C.B., of Barton Court, Berks, and 
Aston Hall, Flintshire, Admiral of the White, was son of James Deans, Esq., 
M.D., of Calcutta, by his wife, Janet, danghter of Thomas Dundas, Esq., 
M.P., of Fingask, descended from Alexander Dundas, of Fingask, son of 
James Dundas, by his wife, Christian, daughter of John, Lord Innermeath 
and Lorn. The Admiral (who, in consequence of his descent, assumed, by 
Royal licence, the surname and arms of Dundas) was born on the 4th of 
December, 1785, and was educated at the High School, Edinburgh. He entered 
the Royal Navy in 1799 ; and, after much service, rose through the different 
grades to that of Vice-Admiral in 1851. He was, in 1852, appointed to 
command the Mediterranean Fleet ; and was, in 1854, Commander-in-Chief 
of the British Naval Forces in the Black Sea. He was made a G.O.B., and 
received the Grand Cross of the Legion of Honour. He became an Admiral 
of the White in 1857. Admiral Dundas had been Naval Aide-~de-Camp to 
William IV., Clerk of the Ordnance, and a Lord of the Admiralty. He was 
twice M.P. fer Greenwich—once from 1832 to 1835, and again from 1841 to 
1852, The Admiral, who was a J.P. for, and Deputy Lieutenant of, Berkshire, 
married, first, on the 28th of April, 1808, his first cousin, Janet, only daughter 
and heiress of Charles Dundas, Lord Amesbury, and by her (who died on 
the 7th of December, 1837) had issne two sons and three daughters. The elder 
son, Charles James, Coldstream Guards, M.P., married his cousin, Janet 
Lindsay, daughter of John Jardine, Esq., and granddaughter of Bruce the 
traveller, and died in 1856, leaving a son, Charles Amesbury. The Admiral’'s 
younger son is the Rev. James Whitley Deans Dundas, M.A., Vicar of Kint- 
bury, Berkshire. The Admiral’s danghters have been all married—viz., Ann, 
to John Archer Honblon, Esq., of Great Hallingbury, Essex ; Janet, to Henry 
Robarts, Esq. ; and Sophia (who died in 1850), to James Coutts Crawford, Esq., 
Admiral Dundas married, secondly, on the 8rd of August, 1847, Lady Emily 
Moreton, daughter of Thomas, first Earl Ducie. The Admiral died at 
Weymouth, on the 3rd inst. 


THE BISHOP OF NASSAU. 

The Right Rev. Charles Caulfield, LL.D., Bishop of Nassau and the Bahamas, 
who, with his niece, has recently died there of yellow fever, was the eldest son 
of the Rev. Hans Caulfield, by his wife, Anne, danghter of John Rothe, Esq., 
and was the grandson of the Hon. and Rev. Charies Caulfield, third son of 
William, second Viscount Charlemont. He was born early in the present 
century, and was educated at Trinity College, Dublin, and graduated B.A., 
and su uently LL.D. Having entered into holy orders, he was appointed 
chaplain to his cousin, Francis William, second and present Earl of Charlemont, 
and held the vicarages of Kilcock, Cloncurry, and Hortland, and the rectory 
of Downings, till his promotion to the rectory of Creagh, Skibbereen, where 
his great exertions to relieve the suffcrers during the Irish famine of 1847 did 
him the highest credit. He exchanged, in 1857, the rectory of Creagh for the 
archdeaconry of the Bah , and in November, 1861, he was appointed first 
Bishop of the Bahamas, the diocese being taken out of that of Jamaica. The 
Bishop of Nassau was of the Evangelical school in the Church, and has pub- 
lished two religious works, one a sermon defending the Evangelical party from 
the imputation of a neglect of apostolic doctrine and fellowship ; and the other 
an claborate treatise on the “ Fall of Babylon.” The Right Rev. Prelate 
married, on the 6th of February, 1832, Grace, fourth daughter of Sir Richard 
Bligh St. George, second Baronet, of Woodsgift, in the county of Kilkenny, 
and had issue. His daughter, Anne, was married, in 1861, to A. H. Orpen,

SIR THOMAS N. REDINGTON, K.O.B. 

Sir Thomas Nicholas Redington, K.C.B., of Kilcornan, in the county of 
Galway, a highly respected Irish politician and statesman, whose lamented 
death occurred on the 11th inst., in London, after a short illness, was the head 
and representative of a family of note and position which settled in Ireland at 
the time of Cromwell's invasion, and he was the only son of Captain 
Christopher Redington, by his wife, Frances, only child of Henry Dowell, Esq. 
of Cadiz, of ge my branch of the Dowells, of Mantua, in the county o 
Roscommon. © was born on the 2nd of October, 1815, and was educa at 
Oscott College, Warwickshire, and Christ’s College, Cambridge, where he

AUSTRALIA. 
(From our own Correspondent.) 
MELBOURNE, Aug. 26. 

In politics the present may be regarded as the dull season, the activity 
evinced by Mr. Duffy, the Minister of Lands and Works, in giving elfcct to the 
provisions of his new Land Act being the only indication we have of the 
existence of politics and of political institutions. In trade the month has been 
a very dull one, for the almost incessant rain has paralysed business both in 
town and country ; the last few days, however, have been fine, and a ly tho 
beneficial effects of the change in the weather are felt. The winter has beca 
wet, cold, and stormy; rivers have been rendered impassable, bridges swept 
away, and communication between some parts of the interior and town com- 
pletely interrupted. A week or two of such weather as has prevailed during 
the last few days will put us all to rights. 

At a meeting of the Royal Society, on the 18th inst., Mr. Landsborough, the 
explorer, who had just arrived in Melbourne after having crossed the conti- 
nent from the Gulf of Carpentaria, gave a very interesting account of his 
journey and of the nature and capabilities of the “magnificent” country 





through which he had passed. He describes the country to be well watercd, 


abounding with rich grasses, and well suited for pastoral settlement. So 
valuable is this accession to our territory regarded that already there are 
several squatters on their way to take up some of the newly-discovcred country. 
Mr. Landsborough is a shrewd, intelligent man, remarkably adapted for the 
duty which he has so faithfully discharged ; his journal is therefore looked 
for with some degree of interest: it is in the hands of the printer, and will 
be published in a few days. The meeting at which Mr. Landsborough attended 
was convened for the purpose of the preseatation of a gold watch to John 
King, the only survivor of the unfortunate Burke and Wills expedition. The 
watch is the award of the Royal Geographical Society, and was received by 
his Excellency the Governor by the last mail, accompanied by a letter from 
the Duke of Newcastle requesting Sir Henry Barkly to make the presentation 
to King, who has not even yet recovered from the effects of his memorable 
and trying journey. 

The mission of the special reporter of the Argus to the different goldfields 
of this colony promises to be productive of important results. The remotest 
and most secluded as well as the best-known districts were visited by the 
Argus “special,” and his letters—cleven of which have already been pub- 
lished—disclosing as they do the existence of unbounded wealth—not only in 
gold, but in silver, antimony, iron, &c.—are eagerly perused; and Melbourne 
ce ‘talists are beginning to turn their attention to those hitherto neglected 
sources of national wealth. The important facts narrated should be widely 
disseminated in England, for our resources are proved to be as varied as they 
are extensive ; consequently their proper development will give ample employ- 
ment to any amount of English capital and English labour. 

Important sales of merino sheep have taken place during the last few days ; 
and, from the prices paid, it will be seen that our squatters are determined to 
spare neither expense nor exertion in promoting the production of wool. The 
sheep disposed of included speci from some of the most celebrated brecd- 
ing establishments in Europe. The prices ranged from £40 to £200, 

The Lancashire Relief Fund now amounts to £9818. A draught for £4059 
is sent by this mail. In New South Wales the handsome sum of £15,000 hes 
been subscribed, a draught for £8500 being transmitted by the present mail. 
In South Australia and in Queensland steps have also been taken to collect sub- 
scriptions. An appealhas also been made here on behalf of the suffering Irish ; 
and, at the mecting convened for the purpose, between £200 and £300 was 
subseribed. 

The scheme for the establishment of direct steam communication, by way of 
the Cape of Good Hope, between this colony and Great Britain has been 
matured, and full particulars are sent to the London Stock Exc ge, where 
the larger portion of the capital is expected to come from. The that the 
new company may reckon upon the mail subsidy, and also calculate upon 
carrying a large number of passengers, may do something, perhaps, in recom- 
mending it to the attention of English capitalists. A large and influential 
provisional directory has been elected here, and the scheme is looked upon with 
considerable favour by all the neighbouring colonies. 

His Excellency Sir Henry Barkly will complete his six ycars’ term of office 
in October next. Some anxiety is felt as to his successor, who must be the 
possessor of rare qualities to be able to give such satisfaction as Sir Henry has 
uniformly given. It is ramoured that Sir Harry Young, formerly Governor 
of Tasmania, is to be our future Governor ; but the report is not traceable to 
any reliable source, 

Valuable marble-quarrics have just been discovered at Geelong, and a com- 
pany has been formed to carry on the works. The marble (some of which is 
said to be very pure) comprises several descriptions, and the supply is practically 
inexhaustible, 

The Cape Patterson Coal Company are making rapid progress in developing 
the extent and richness of their mine. 

The labours of the Acclimatisation Society are perceptible in many parts of 
the colony. Larks and thrushes are heard and séen in districts far apart from 
each other. It is to be regretted that the third attempt to introduce salmon 
into these colonies has proved a failure. The want of success in this instanc 
is attributable to the unusually-protracted voyage of the Beautiful Star. d 
not to any defect in the arrangements for the preservation of the ova. The 
next attempt should be made in the Great Britain, which, by-the-way, arrived 
here on the 14th inst., after a passage of fifty-nine days from Liverpool. An 
Acclimatisation Society has recently been formed in Brisbane.

BRITISH COLUMBIA, 
To the Editor of the UAMSTRATED LONDON NEwWs. 
Victoria, July 17. 
THB latest nows from the Carriboo Mines is as good as ever as regards the 
yield of gold, but the country is dreadfultotravel. Previsions are, therefore, at 
famine prices—nothing under a dollar per pound weight ; and so things must 
remain till we have our roads made. I have reason to believe that this is 
being done in a superior manner. Meantime, Carriboo is only a pla» ‘or the 
rich miner. Fortunately, we have this spring found a poor man’s diggings at 
Stickcen River, about 800 miles north of this. The Russians own a belt of land 
30 miles wide from the shore, stretching from Mount Elias to Portland Channel! 
Now, Stickeen River rises some 300 or 400 miles 




















inland, in British territ 
and runs westwardly through the Russian strip into the sea, in about $7 dey. 
north latitude. 

It is very inconvenient that the Russians should own this strip; and Iam 
afraid it may involve us in trouble, for the river is very rich. Steamers and 
small vessels can go up the river far beyond the Russian boundary, and an 
enterprising man, who for the last two or three years lias had a small steamer 
on the Fraser River, took her up the coast three months ago, and now 
is running on the Stickeen to the head of the River Navigation, some 200 
miles from the mouth and in the heart of the mines. Here supplies are ot 
moderate rates, and the mines are uniformly paying. This discovery has bee 
of incalculable benefit to us just at this time, as Carriboo is still inac le 
to the majority of people who come here, and nearly all new comers, therefore, 
proceed to Stickeen. If the roads are completed this year miners will have a 
much better chance at Carriboo next year than this. The prudent miners sco 
this, and are all for Stickeen this year, Carriboo nert. A great many vessels 
with passengers and goods have gone hence to Stickeen during the last four or 
five months, and every few days we have an arrival from there, but there is 
not one returned miner. 

Our Government is making great efforts to open roads, and before the winter 
sets in I think we shall have several good lines of waggon-road into the heart 
of British Columbia. 

It is at favourable places along these lines that farmers are mostly settling, 
their object being to raise supplies for the mining population and fodder for 
the pack and draught animals employed on the r This pays enormously, 
and the inducements to settlers can scarcely be ove 2. 

You travel over the country and find a place to suit you. That place is yours 
at once! Yon have only to stake off your ground and give notice ta the 
nearest magistrate that you have taken it, with, of course, a proper description 
of the land, so that it can be identified. I believe 200 acres are allowed to an 
unmarried man ; more if he is marric!, and still more for each child he has. I 
am not quite sure what is the quantity, bat it is as much as any one could 
desire to use. All you have to pay is a dollar (4s. 2d.) an acre, and that is not 
required for several years, but you have possession at once ; and all above and 
below the soil, except gold and silver, is yours. ALFRED FELLOWS,

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THE OPENING OF THE HARTLEY INSTITUTION AT 
SOUTHAMPTON. 
INAUGURAL PROCEEDINGS. 

THE Hartley Institution at Southampton, the foundation-stone of 
which was laid by Lord Palmerston at the beginning of last year, 
was on Wednesday week opened by his Lordship. The Mayor of South- 
ampton, Mr. I’. Perkins, and the Corporation assembled at the Guild- 
hall at noon, and thence proceeded to the second Common-gate, the 
boundary of the borough, for the purpose of meeting Lord Palmerston, 
who drove over from Broadlands, accompanied by Lady Palmerston. 
A large body of the inhabitants also pec at this point to welcome 
his Lordship, who was greeted with the warmest enthusiasm. The 
approach of the carriage of the noble Lord was the signal for 
vociferous cheering, while the band of the Coldstrefim Guards, of her 
Majesty's ship Boscawen, of the Volunteer i Corps, of the 
Foresters, Royal Marines, Odd Fellows, and Hants Yeomanry, struck 
up a lively strain. His ip, who ap to be in the enjoy- 
ment of the most robust health, seemed highly gratified at the warm’ 
of the greeting he received. When the carriage reached the Common- 
gate his Lordship gracefully invited the Mayor to take a seat with him, 
which was the signal for renewed cheering, amid which the horses of 
the carriage were detached, and a body of sailors at once propared to 
draw the noble Lord through the town. A procession, consisting of 
the Corporation, the magistrates, the volun cavalry, infantry, 
artillery, and engineers, Foresters, and Odd Fellows, escorted Lord 
Palmerson to the Hartley Institute. The streets along the whole 
route of the procession were lined with spectators, who cheered 
lustily as his ip passed. At several points triumphal arches, 
with inscriptions welcoming Lord Palmerston to Southampton, were 
placed across the road, and flags, flowers, and evergreens were dis- 
played from nearly every house. The bells of the different churches 
were also rung, and the arrival of his Lordship at the institution (of 
which we give an Engraving) was the signal for a salvo of artillery. 

Upon entering the hall Lord and Lady Palmerston were received 
with every demonstration of cordiality. Tho whole body of spectators 
rose and ted them with cheers, waving of hats and handkerchiefs, 
again and again renewed. The theatre of the institution—a light, 
commodious, and admirably-ventilated building, with two spacious 
galleries—had for two hours before been crowded by ladies and 
gentlemen, who were admitted by ticket. The end gallery was 
reserved for those officially taking part in theceremonial. Previously 
to the formal proceedings in connection with the opening of the insti- 
tution, the Mayor and Uorporation of the borough presented a highly 
complimentary address to his Lordship. [We give on page 437 a View 
of the Theatre, taken during the time the Town Clerk was reading this 
address.}] Lord Palmerston, in reply, thanked the Mayor and Corpo- 
ration for the address and for the hearty welcome which he had 
received. Prayer was offered by the Bishop of Rochester, and the 
‘International Ode”? was admirably sung by a select choir of vocalists. 

Lord Palmerston then delivered an inaugural address, in the course 
of which he remarked that it was impossible to look round in this 
great country without seeing examples of men rising to great wealth, 

high dignities, and employments in the State, by the cultivation of 
the mind, by the knowledge they acquired, and by the application of 
that knowledge to the business of life. The Courts of Law, Parliament, 
and the manufacturing communities all abounded with men rising to 
distinction, and performing great services to the country, owing 
entirely to the cultivation of those talents with which Providence at 
their birth had endowed them. Under those circumstances he thought 
the town of Southampton would be greatly advantaged by an insti- 
tution like this, in which knowledge would be freely communicated 
to all who chose to drink at the fountain. Knowledge was not simply 
a source of power. It might be said that the love of power wasa 
passion implanted in the human mind; that it sometimes led to a 
course which might not redound to the credit of those who pursued it. 
But knowledge was not only a source of power, it was a source of the 
purest enjoyment to those who possessed it, and there was a natural 
tendency, happily, in the human mind to pursue knowledge and te 
induce 2 man to go on learning; and every fresh addition he acquired 
to the knowledgo he had gained was an additional source of pleasure 
and happiness to him. His Lordship warmly congratuleted the town 
upon the possession of so noble a temple for the acquirement of 
knowledge. 

NATURE AND OBJECTS OF TIE INSTITUTION. 
The Hartley Institution has been established in pursuance of a most 
liberal bequest for that purpose by a native of Southampton—Henry 
tobinson Hartley, who left the whole of his property to the Corpora- 
tion of the borough to promote the study and the advancement of 
the sciences of natural history, astronomy, antiquities, and classical 
and Oriental literature in the town of Southampton, and the amount, 
with the interest which accumulated during a litigation which sub- 
sequently ensued, reached £100,000. The will was disputed by 
members of Mr. Hartley’s family upon yarious legal grounds of a 
uliar nature—principally upon the question of domicile, Mr. Hartley 
during the latter part of his life, resided almost entirely in 
France. A compromise took place, by which a comparatively mode- 
rate sum was paid to the claimants. Between £50,000 and £60,000 
were ponndics od the proceedings in the Court of Chancery, and the 
Corporation succeeded to about £40,000, of which £12,000 had been 
expended in the erection of the building opened by Lord Palmerston 
on Wednesday week, and nearly £30,000 remains for the endowment 
of the institution, which will be administered by a council of ten 
members of the Corporation, the Mayor being president. 

The scheme by which the intentions of the founder have been 
carried into effect, and which received the sanction of the Court of 
Chancery, is based upon one submitted in competition with numerous 
others by Mr. J. R. Stebbing, a magistrate of the borough, and a 
gentleman who has taken great interest in all that concerns the 
welfare of Southampton. It makes provision for ID gree library, 
museum, botanical garden, an observatory, lecture-hall, and reading- 
room. ‘he lecture-hall and reading-room are considered the princi 
objects, and have keen first completed. The building itself is a noble 
structure erected on the site of Mr. Hartley’s former residence. The 
lecture-hall will conveniently seat upwards of 1000 persons, and will 
nae accommodate 1500. The building has also a spacious and 
handsome reading-room, numerous classrooms, museum and library, 
with ample unoccupied — in the rear. being had to its 
extent, convenience, and embellishments, the sum expended in the 
crection is exceedingly moderate. . Bond has recently been 
appointed principal ibvasion and curator, and large donations in aid 
of the endowment fund have already flowed in. 

THE BUILDING. 

Tho external facade of the institution is built of Portland stone of 
a fine and durable quality, and is in what may be termed the Italian 
style of architecture. The lower or ground story is in plain Doric, 
with massive quoins and an advanced portico containing three 
capacious entrances, with an entablature apt by four caryatic 
figures termed Persians or Atlantes. On the t k es over the 
entrances are carved three heads figurative of Wisdom, Truth, and 
Justice; Commerce ; and Navigation. The first or principal story is 
much loftier than that just described, and is adorned by Corinthian 
detached columns an‘ antm, supporting an arcade of seven semicircular 
windows, with sculptured keystone, figurative of Art, Science, and 
Commerce, &c., and surmounted by a boldly-projecting cornice, ter- 
minals, &c. The upper or attic story is ied up with

THE CIRCASSIAN ENVOYS TO ENGLAND. 


Tue Circassians, as is well known, have long offered a stubborn 
resistance to the Russians, who have been attempting to obtain 
dominion over them.

cruelties, express their determination to resist to the last and implore 
the great Powers to use their good oflices on the behalf of the Circassians 
with their powerful an ist. The petition soliciting Queen 
Victoria’s intervention has delivered at the Foreign Office, and 
an answer has been returned to the Envoys declaring that the British 
Government cannot interfere. Tho attempt will, it is to be feared, 
be equally futile with all the other Powers. Circassia had a golden 
ae during the Crimean War, by aiding the Allied Powers, of 
é g them on her behalf. Having so signally failed at that period— 
it matters little whether it was from the apathy of the le or from 
want of union and energy among the leaders—to attach to her cause 
the sympathies and assistance of England and France, by es them 
in their joint struggle with Russia, she cannot now expect aid from 
them; and what ry ad there of help from any other quarter? Her 
trust must be, as it been heretofore, in the awe hearts and stout 
arms of her children: ‘in native swords,”’ the poct tells us, ‘‘the only 
hope of co dwells.” It is true, meetings have been held in England 
at which resolutions condemning Earl Russell’s reply to the Circassian 
memorial to the Queen, and affirming that the nations concerned in 
the Treaty of Paris ought to prevent the acquisition by Russia of the 
Caucasus, have been carried by acclamation, as also another resolution 
in favour of memorialising her Majesty ‘‘to take all lawful means for 
giving aid to the Circassians.’’ This ne for the efforts of 
strugel g independence is, as far as it goes, well enough ; but 
what hope is there of me! practical fruit from it when that for Poland 
and Hungary has been ae barren ? 

We are enabled to give Portraits, from photographs by Mayall, of 
the two Circassian deputies to this country. 

The 4 of = 1s esipel pry - khoo — His father, 
Tbrahim » was the princi ief of that part of the country called 
Nettokhatch. He has since then ethers 2 successfully the over- 
whelming forces which the Russians brought —— him. His son 
Ismael, whose —— is here given, pan we dn is father’s chieftain- 
ship, and is well known as one of the principal warriors of Circassia. 
When he mounts his horse 20,000 mounted warriors attend upon his 
orders. He is now forty-one years of age, which is considered an 
advanced age in that country, as they are generally killed before they 
attain to it. Since he was fifteen years old he has maintained an 
incessant warfare, and is covered with the scars of wounds (sixteen in 
number). Yet never has this brave man listened to the fair promises 
or been seduced by the gifts of the Muscovites. Twice have the most 
alluring offers been to him by the Czar Nicholas, and once by 
Alexander, a few months ago; yet in every instance he returned a 
haughty refusal. He is the Cicero of the mountains ; for he can rivet 
the attention of thousands to his words for hours together. The 
Turkish Sultan, Abdul Medjid, was most cordial to this valorous 
chieftain, and the unbounded confidence placed in him by his country- 
men him the charge of the first mission from the Circassians 


Europe. 

The other deputy, Hadji Hassan Effendi, is the son of the gallant 
warrior Sheretlook. He was brought up as a priest, and has served, 
from extreme youth, as mediator between the Circassians and the 
Turks ; but, being a man of stern virtue and most inflexible character, 
he disdained the comfortable ease and brilliant position to which his 
high Oriental education entitled him in Turkey, and preferred to serve 
his country in the midst of eo tone 9 and dangers. In spite of his 
youth the Circassians have employed him in the most important poli- 
tical services, and the National Council fixed upon him as the most 
fitting companion to Constan Okhoo Ismael. 








THE SYPHON DAM OF THE MIDDLE-LEVEL DRAIN.

rivers, sluices are of common occurrence, and they are so constructed 
that the water on the outside in rising closes the doors against itself, 
while that within, when the pressure of the tidal wave is removed, 
forces them open. Were no such barrier opposed to the tide—which 
rises sometimes 17ft, or 18ft.—it is clear that the salt water would 
rush in, and, were the banks of the drain not sufficiently high, would 
pour over and flood the land. Such a disaster has happened. In the 

ing of the year the great sluice on the Middle-level drain, which 
guards that channel from the intrusion of the tide through the 
Ouse, and is a little way_only from the Smee sluice, gave way, and, 
in consequence, some nine square miles of fertile grain-bearing lund, 
with growing crops upon it, was deluged. 

There were several opinions expressed as to the cause of that rapture, 
and we shall probably hear something more definite about the matter 
when the claims arising out of it are settled during the next month by a 
jy. Meanwhile we accept two suppositions a3 a mtly most pro- 

ble. The scour caused by the new cutremoved the support from the 
foundations of the sluice, and some amount of laxity has characterised 
the observations of those who have had the care of it. The scour of 
the new cut may in part account for the fall of the Smee sluice; but 
there are two other causcs concurrent with it. First, the drainage of 


Marshland by the Middle-level drain having been to a great extent 
stopped during the construction of the on-dam, the water was 
conducted round by the Smee and sewer-drains, and the 
additional t upon the former may have contributed to its

failure; secondly, the foundation of the wing-wall was weakened in 
all probability by the driving of some piles immediately in front of it 
at the instance of the commissioners, who sought to strengthen it. 
We must understand, then, that there is a connection between 
the Middle-level drain and these two, and, farther, that these— 
namely, the Smee and Marshland sewor-drains, run from tho 
Ouse in @ parallel line, a few yards apart, for a considerable 
distance, until they are united by the junction sluice. Such being 
the condition of things, it is clear that the water of the district 
drained by them has the option of travelling by cither on its way to 
the sea, if one is blocked up it can—only with more difficulty— 
escape by the other, and that if both are blocked it will riro and 
overtlow the lowest levels adjacent to the outfall.

Tho 
news spread in all directions, and an assemblage of commissioners 
and labourers was soon convened upon St. Mary's-bridge, some 1000 
yards below the sluice. They worked zealously all that night, 
throwing in 3000 sacks filled with earth against tho bridge; but the 
tide came up the morning light and swept the whole away. 
Tho disconcerted night-workers retired to gain wisdom and strength 
for a new effort. Sunday and Monday, while everybody was 
advocating his own opinion, tho tido, with « unity of purpese which 
should have taught the debaters a lcsson, laid some 40V9 acros under 
ita fluid inion—Dum Roma disputanine Saguatum perit.

This work was scarcely 
completed before the tide came to try its mighty shoulders against it. 
By superhuman efforts, however, it was finished in time, the per- 
epiring toilers ‘resting on their weapons of defence and mingling witn 
the thousands of spectators who witnessed with breathless anxiet 
how the new work would stand the text. Happily, it stood; and o 
the morrow another battle with the tide occurred nearer the outfall, 
for it was thought desirable to throw another dam across the drain 
! where the banks were higher and had been less tampered with by the 
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brickmakers, who have been, strangely enough, allowed to make use, 
in a neighbourhood where clay does not abound, of the elay of which 
these defences have been formed. The farmers, who lent their whole 
energies to the work, were again successful; and the tide when it 
rose, failnz the stimulus of a strong wind, was obliged to go down 
again without having scaled the new earthwork. Since that timo 
labourers have been employed to complete the dam and lateral 
defences in this part of the drain; but the danger so far as the other 
is concerned still remains so long as the syphon-dam is incomplete ; 
nay, it now increases day by day, for the heavy rains of the last 
week, and those we may expect, will much increase the water of 
drainage, and the spring tides will soon test its power again on the 
outer side. The new earth-dam should certainly be pierced for 
pipes to provide against the failure of the sewer-sluice. 








THE FATAL ACCIDENT ON THE EDINBURGH AND 
GLASGOW RAILWAY. 


On the evening of Monday week there was, as briefly recorded in our 
last Number, a collision on the Edinburgh and Glasgow line, near 
Winchburgh station, twelve miles from Edin inburgh, which resulted in 
the deaths of cightcen persons, and terrible injuries to more than 
a hundred. For some miles the line at Winchburgh is carried 
along a deep abrupt cutting through the solid rock, part of the 
istance being tunnelled, and the accident took ce in the open 
ortion of the cutting west from Boke ype At this place the up 
ine of the rails is in course of renewal, the traffic both ways has 
been carried for a time sing the down line, or that leading to 
Edinburgh. The afternoon Parliamentary trains between the two 
cities are invariably heavy, and on this occasion the occurrence of the 
great markets or “ * at Falkirk made the Glasgow train un- 
usually crowded. e Scottish central train from Edinburgh 
( ing on the Edinburgh and Glasgow line as far as the Larbert 
Junction) consisted of four passenger-carriages and a van, and, as two 
of the carriages were third class, this train also conveyed a 
number of people. It is supposed the disaster occurred through the 
mistake of a pointsman new to the duties, but the exact circumstances 
will not be known until the accident has fully investigated. The 
Glasgow train was not travelling at a high speed, the station being 
near at hand, but the Edinburgh express-train was proceeding at the 
ordinary rate, not having stopped at Winchburgh. They met 
with a fearful crash. Instan y the engines were thrown back

SCIENTIFIC NEWS. 


Minute VERTEBRATE ANIMAL.—Dr. G. C. Wallich has 
contributed to the Annals of Natural History a drawing of a lower jaw, the 
extreme length of which is the 100th of aninch, Assuming the body to have 
been five times as long as the jaw, he says, “ Here we have evidence of the 

ce of a vertebrate animal measuring only the 20th of an inch—a size 


considerably below of many of the o usually regarded as micro- 
scopic. The jaw was recently detected on a shell containing a specimen of 
muddy deposit dredged up at St. Helena in 1857, in thirty fathoms of wa 
and mounted in Canada balsam st the time it was obtained. 


Liquip BUBBLES have been produced in a novel manner by 
MM. Minary and Sire, of Besangon, who report the method to the French 
Academy of Sciences. They pour a certain quantity of olive oil into about 
one-and-a-half or twice the quantity of concentrated sulphuric acid in a glass 
vessel. After brisk agitation by a glass rod a number ef small bubbles quickly 
rise and disperse in the air; the larger ones (sometimes two centimetres in 
diameter) more frequently fall into the mixture after a slight ascent. After 
remaining in the air a short time the bubbles assume the colours perceived in 
ordinary soap bubbles. Further details wil be found in the Comptes Rendus. 
The observers limit themselves to the statement of the facts, reserving till 
another time the arguments which they think may throw some light on 
obscure points in molecular physics. 


SoME PROPERTIES OF THE INDUCED ELECTRIC CURRENT, 
——_ the experiments of Professor Rijke, of Leyden, have been com- 
munica’ by him to the Philosophical Magazine. The mode in which an 
inducing current is broken exercises a considerable influence on the striking 

of the current, and the experiments of Fizeau and Poggendorff show 
that whatever tends to diminish the electric density at the plaee where the 
circuit is broken exerts a favourable influence on the length of the epark. 
Considering the fact that every conductor instantly loses electricity when 
in contact with flame, M. Rijke was led to think that it would bo 
ble to increase the striking dist of an induced current by effecting the 
interruption of the current in the middle of a flaw. The experiments he 
describes confirmed his views. Atmospheric air and the flames of alcohol, 
hydrogen, and coal-gas were empleyed as media. The action of alcohol flame 
was far inferior to that of hydrogen and coal-gas, which two produced about 
the same effect. Amongst their results he found that the influcnce of the 
fiame was less perceptible when the experiment was so arranged as to obtain 
o greater striking distance ; that the hottest part of the flame did not excrt 
the greatest influence, but the contrary ; and that gas not lighted yroduged an 
action’ but little less than that of flame. He also found that the length of the 
induction spark i d iderably when the rupture of the inducing 
circuit took place in air in rapid motion, M. Rijke concludes his profound 
paper by saying that “ with regard to the specific action exercised by different 
gases, I do not think we can dream of accounting for it in the present state cf 
the science.” 


CONNECTION BETWEEN EARTHQUAKES AND MAGNETIC 
PERTURBATIONS.—M. Lamont states that on Dec. 26, 1851, at eight o'clock a.m., 
while rectifying the position of the magnetic apparatus in the Observatory at 
Munich, where there are two for declination, two for intensity, and two for 
inclination, he remarked in all the instruments an unusual perturbation. 
Their position changed rapidly and irregularly ; sometimes one way, some- 
times another ; and at the same time there occurred a vertical vibration in the 
needles. The vibration endured a very short time, but the rapid changes cf 
position, diminishing in intensity, lasted till 8°30. A few days after he learnt that 
at the very time he was making these observations an earthquake, which occa- 
sioned much damage, took placein Greece. This, he says, proves once more 
not only that the convulsions produced by earthquakes are perceived at a 
great distance, but also that the forces which produce them modify terrestrial 
magnetism te a certain extent. M. Lamont adds that it is remarkable that 
the earthquake which took place in Greece on April 18, 1842, should have 
preduced a similar action, while until the present day no one has observed 
such action in connection with carthquakes often less distant. 


THE PRESENCE OF GALLIC ACID IN SOME RED WINEs, 
long suspected by M. Mulder, has been proved by M. Simmler, who has ex- 
perimented on the red wines prodaced in the neighbourhood of the Grisons. 
After treating the wine with is*nglass to free it from tannin, he diluted the 
wine with water till it became sufficiently clear for the perception of the 
changes of tint. When he added sesquichlorate of iron a greenish brown 
colour was produced, which on ex to the air gradually passed to violet, 
and finally into black flakes. M. Nickles, commenting on the above statement, 
states that in the Grisons the wine remains wecks and months with the stalks 
and husks. This easily explains the presence of gallic acid, which is a product 
of the decomposition of tannin. He adds that this does not occur in the red 
wines of Lorraine and Alsace, where a contrary course is adopted. 


PRESSURE OF THE ATMOSPHERE.—M. Kreil, the eminent 
Austrian meteorologist, has laid before the Academy of Sciences at Vienna the 
results of his researches on the changes of the atmospheric pressure during long 
periods, based on data obtained from meteorological observations regularly kept 
at Milan for more than ninety years, at Vienna during eighty-seven years, at 

since 1800, and at the Abbey of Kremsmiinster for forty years. Besides 
the daily and annual variations, the atmospheric pressure undergoes others at 
long periods, of which one coincides with the proximity of the summer 
solstice. During the first twenty years of the cycle of observations, commencing 
in 1770, the pressure was more intense in July than June. The contrary was 
the case in the three following years. From 1820 to 1850 the maximum fell in 
July, but since 1851 the mean of pressure has been the same in June and July. 
The mean of January undergoes the same amount of ascending regular varia- 
tions, alternating in periods from ten years to ten years, during a period of ninety 
years. The variations of July follow then a period of sixty years, those of 
January a period of twenty years—as determined by the examinations of the 
above-named observations. During the first thirty years of the present 
century the atmospheric pressure has remained nearly constant; it has 
diminished during the following twenty years, and has become constant 
during the last ten M. Kreil thinks that in the present state of our 
knowledge attempts to explain these phenomena would be premature. 


THE SOUNDS AND THE PHENOMENA OF MOTION which take 
place within the voltaic are form the subject of a memoir laid before the 
Academy of Sciences at Vienna by M. Reitlinger. In his experiments he has 
employed Trevelyan’s apparatus, put in motion by a galvanic current, accord- 
ing to Mr. Page's process. He states that the series of metals, as to their 
faculty of producing sounds, differs from that resulting from the experiments 
made with the apparetus having heat for its motive power. As to the tearing 
motion cOnsequent on the discharges, the results obtained by both apparatus 
are identical. Experiments made under water and with combinations of 
bismuth and antimony, or yellow copper, have proved that the exception made 
by Professor J. D. Forbes in favour of the first of these metals is only apparent. 
These combinations manifest dif t ding to the direction of the 
current, and the sounds increase in intensity when the current passes from 
the bismuth to the antimony or yellow per—a circumstance which agrees 
with the refrigerating or heating effect of Peltier’s experiment. Experiments 
made under the receiver of the air-pump showed that there is no eifect from 
the expansion of the air in consequence of these M. Reitlinger 
believes that the sum of these experiments gives a great probability to the 
supposition that the sounds emitted by the galvanic apparatus of Trevelyan, 
as well as by the motion of the globes of Mr. Gore, proceed from the 
mechanical eifects of the discharges, and ally from the tearing action. 
The sounds emitted by open tubes of laminated metal placed on metallic sup- 
ports, considered in relation to the acoustic phenomena observed by Poggendorf, 
seem to him also to support the hypothesis which he has put forth.
